I n d ia n a p o l is, Jan. 14.—The sessions 
of both branches 
of the legislature 
Wednesday were brief and devoted 
mainly to the introduction of bills. 
There was the usual number of anti­ 
trust bills and it begins 
to look as 
though every member would have one 
of these before the legislature ere 
the session is over. 
Outside of these, 
among the 50 bills introduced in the 
house there was but one of special im­ 
portance, a legislative apportionment 
bill introduced by Mr. Littleton, chair­ 
man of the apportionment committee. 
The senate had 19 new bills, the most 
interesting of which was a measure 
brought in by Senator Wood to cripple 
the “qoartshop” business, which has 
flourished so greatly since the Nichol­ 
son law went into effect. 
The measure 
requires city and county licenses from 
all dealers selling in quantities less 
than 
four gallons. 
It 
also slightly 
amends the Nicholson law by perm itt­ 
ing employes of saloons to enter them 
during prohibited hours. Senator Early 
also introduced a bill of some import­ 
ance designed to bring all sorts of bene­ 
fit and assessment companies 
within 
the pale of the insurance laws. Speaker 
Pettit announced his committees near 
the close of the session of the house and 
they gave pretty general satisfaction. 
There was a pleasant little diversion at 
the afternoon session of the senate 
when General Simon Bolivar Buckner 
of Kentucky, with his corncob pipe, 
and General Lew W allace of Iudiaua, 
walked in arm in arm to pay a visit to 
to the senate upon its invitation. 
The 
two heroes of the war were given a 
hearty receptiou and though they de­ 
murred against saying anything, a bit 
of a speech was extorted from each. 


HOUSE 
PR O C EED IN G S. 


Cenple of A ntitrust B ills Introduced and 
Many Otker Measures B ro u g h t F o r t h . 
The session of the house was mainly 
devoted to new bills and it was on the 
whole a very im portant lot that the 
members brought in. 
As a m atter of 
CGtuTSo, * OOUpMt of !lit-, .hiiiii us! bill» 
were introduced. 
Mr. Littleton intro­ 
duced an apportionment bill, but de­ 
clares that he will not insist upon its 
adoption because he happens to be 
ohairman of the apportionment oom- 
mittee. 
About 25 members are sup­ 
posed to have apportionment bills con­ 
cealed about their persons and the com­ 
mittee will consider all and accept the 
beat. 
The bills, instead of being read 
all through, were read by title, and 
thus a great deal of time was saved. It 
required only abour the first hour to 
get 60 measures on the road to glory 
or obscurity. The speaker handed down 
a num ber of senate bills and an effort 
was made to put through the bills for 
the Allen and Jasper county court­ 
houses with the same facility that they 
were shot through 
the senate, but 
the effort failed. 
The fight eame 
on Senator Ellison’s bill to enable 
the commissioners of Allen county to 
issue #500.000 bonds to build the court­ 
house for which they have contracted. 
A demand w as made for suspension of 
the rules, and a majority of the house 
seconded the demand, though Mr. Rey­ 
nolds of W ayne opposed it in a brief 
speech. 
W hen it came to suspending 
the rules, however, a two-thirds vote 
was required, and it could not be ob­ 
tained. 
The bill of Senator Phare* to 
permit the commissioners of Jasper 
county to issue bonds to complete their 
courthouse was handed down, bur no 
attem pt was made to put it through. 
Both went to the judiciary committee. 
The house did, however, pass under 
suspension of the rules the bills intro­ 
duced in the senate and passed by that 
body for changing the time of holding 
courts in the following circuits: Du­ 
bois and Pike counties; Jennings, Scott 
and Ripley counties, and W ayne coun­ 
ty.

MONETARY CONEERENCE. 


Committee on 
Resolution« 
Rsport 


and the Body Adjourns. 


I n d ia n a p o l is, Jan. 14.—As was ex­ 
pected, the monetary convention has 
developed a flood of currency plans and 
resolutions relating to the currenoy and 
banking system of the country. 
So 
much was presented of this nature at 
Tuesday’s night session that the com­ 
mittee on resolutions, which worked 
nearly all night and was at it again 
bright and early in the morning, kept 
the convention waiting until nearly 5 
o’olock in the afternoon fo*<its report. 
It was not the'different currency plans 
that bothered the committee so much, 
for there was little difficulty in agree­ 
ing that the conveution, instead of try­ 
ing to adopt anything like a complete 
plan, should merely point out where re­ 
form is necessary and by resolution de­ 
clare 
the 
common principles upon 
which these reforms should be based. 
The difficulty with the committee came 
in determ ining which to recommend 
among the various ideas of how to ob­ 
tain the reform. 
It had before it the 
Indianapolis idea of a commission aided 
by an executive committee and contem­ 
plating the organization of the business 
interests of the oountry behind a cur­ 
rency plan when evolved by the com­ 
mission. 
Then they had the Chieago 
idea, recommended by the Chicago 
board of trade, of pointing out the 
weaknesses of the system, indicating 
how they should be remedied, and de­ 
m anding that congress select a commis­ 
sion for this work. 
There was also the 
Minneapolis idea, which resembled very 
much that of Indianapolis, but provid­ 
ing a way for the seleorion of a commis­ 
sion. 
It was the effort to digest and 
assimilate these various ideas into one 
scheme of obtaining the reform that 
the resolutions committee devoted most 
of its time to. 
The report of the committee laid 
down three principles; 
(1) That the 
gold standard should be maintained; 
(2) that all classes 
of 
government 
promissory notes should be gradually 
retired: <3) that a safe and elastic cur­ 
rency should be provided through a 
banking system. 
The plan for obtain­ 
ing this reform was an assimilation of 
the Indianapolis and Chicago plans that 
brought about unity of support for it. 
It provides that the president of this 
convention shall appoint an executive 
committee of 15 whioh shall urge upon 
co n fess the passage of a resolution di­ 
recting the president of the United 
States to appoint a commission to de­ 
vise a currenoy system on these lines 
and in case congress declines to act, the 
executive committee is authorized to 
appoint such a commission and organize 
the busiuess interests of the country in 
its support. The report gave immediate 
satisfaction. It was unanimously adopt­ 
ed and the convention adjourned.

examine it.

ing on their judgment. 
A taster can 
only taste a few honrs at a time, when 
he is weakened and has to take a rest. 
Besides this, when he begins a job of 
tasting, he must take special pains to get 
himself in shape for it. 1 was about six 
weeks getting myself ready for exam­ 
ining some cargoes in rhe warehouses 
hero for the government.

The common earthworm, despised by 
man and heedlessly trodden underfoot, 
fulfills a part in nature that would seem 
incredible but for the faota revealed by 
the patient s ud long oonfeinued reaearobes 
of Darwin. “ Worms,” says Darwin, 
“ have played a more important pert In 
the history of the world than most per­ 
sons would at first suppose,” Let ns 
follow Darwin and see how this appar­ 
ently insignificant creature has ch&ngod 
the faoe of nature. We will first oonsider 
the habits and mode of life of the earth­ 
worm. As every one knows, the worms 
live in barrows in the superficial layer 
of the ground. They 
live anywhere 
in a layer of earth, provided it retains 
moisture, dry air being fatal to them. 
They can, on the other hand, exist sub­ 
merged in water for several months. 
They live ohlefly In the superficial mold 
less than a foot below the snrfaoe, bnt 
In long oontlnued dry weather and in 
very cold seasons they may burrow to a 
depth of eight feet. 
The burrows are 
lined by a thin layer of earth, voided 
by the worms, and end in small cham­ 
bers in whioh they can turn round. 
The burrow s are formed partly by 
pushing away the earth, but chiefly by 
the earth being swallowed. Large quan­ 
tise of earth are swallowed by the 
worm s for the sake of the decomposing 
vegetable m atter oontained in it, on 
w hich they. feed. 
The earth thus sw al­ 
lowed is voided in spiral heaps, form ing 
the worm castings. In this case the 
worm obtains food and at the same 
tim e excavates its burrows. 
In addition to the food thns obtained 
half decayed leaves are dragged into the 
burrows, m ainly for food, bnt also to 
plug the m ouths of the burrow s for the 
sake of protection. Worms are also fond 
of meat, especially fat. They w ill also 
eat the dead bodies of their relatives. 
They are nocturnal in habit, rem aining, 
as a rule, in the burrows during the day 
aud coming out to feed at n ig h t 
The earthw orm has no eyes, but is 
affected by strong light if exposed to it 
for some tim e. It has no sense of hear­ 
ing, but is sensitive to the vibrations of 
sound. 
The whole body is sensitive to 
tonoh. 
There appears to be some sense 
of smell, bnt this is lim ited to a certain 
artioles of food, which are discovered 
by the worm when buried in earth, in 
preference to other bodies not relished.

RAT CATCHING AS A CRAFT HAS UN­ 


DERGONE CHANGES. 


How a St. Lonlcan Captar«* the Domestic 
Pest« at Five Cents a Head—Hi* Trade a 
Profitable One—Some of the Old Method* 
of Getting It Id of the Pesky Varmint*. 


There are few S t Louisans who know 
th a t ra t catching is an established busi­ 
ness in this city. A nd few er know that 
considerable ingenuity enters into an 
adept practice of the craft. 
Venerable 
housewives recall how, a generation 
ago, there were some queer characters 
w ho contracted to rid places of the ro­ 
dent pests by all m anner of means, from 
ordinary legerdem ain to the extraordi 
nary m ethod of tho Pied Piper of Home 
lin. There were others, too, who hired 
ont intelligent ferrets to exterm inate 
rats. 
B ut the advance of civilization 
has had its effect on the science of rat 
catching, and even in th a t branch of in ­ 
dustry m echanical contrivances have 
supplanted m anual work. 
O. P. Johnson is probably the leading 
ra t catcher of St. Louis. 
H is traps are 
not cheap trifles, and there are m any 
persons w ho hire him to set the con­ 
trivances in their places, paying 6 cents 
for each of the little pests th at is cap« 
tured. 
The largest restaurants afford 
Johnson considerable work. 
B ut the 
hotels, w hich w ould naturally be ex­ 
pected to offer a favorable field for 
Johnson’s work, do not figure as among 
his good patrons. 
H e says th at the ra t 
is one of the m ost cautious of anim als, 
and th at the meddlesomeness of hostelry 
attaches prevents successful trap setting 
in hotels. One big down tow n establish­ 
m ent w as rid of 58 rats in one night. 
Both Johnson and H enry H ein attend 
to the form er’s traps. They m ake daily 
rounds, setting the contrivances or dis­ 
posing of the captives. 
W hen a land­ 
lord wishes his place rid of rats, he in­ 
form s Johnson of th a t portion of the 
house w here the little anim als do most 
of their foraging. 
For the first n ig h t or tw o the trap ia 
set there in such a m anner th a t the rats 
can nibble the b ait and afterw ard es­ 
cape. On tho day th a t Johnson finds all 
th e cheese and crackers in the boxlike 
contrivance have been devoured during 
tho night he attaches an auxiliary trap, 
into w hich the captive rats are to be 
forced out o f the view of prospective 
prisoners. 
Thus fully 100 rats can be 
caught in one trap in one night. 
Johnson says th a t he doesn’t contract 
to entirely rid a place of rats. He thinks 
he ‘ ‘knows as m uch about the business 
as any one else” and says th a t when

it draws the leaves into its burrows, a l­ 
ways judging which is the best end to 
draw them in by. This is rem arkable ia 
so lowly organized an animal, being I 
degree of intelligence not possessed by 
many animals of more complex organi­ 
zation. 
For instance, the ant cax often 
be soen dragging objects along traversely 
instead of taking them the easiest way. 
As we have seen, vast quantities of 
earth are 
continually being 
passed 
through the bodies of worms and voided 
on the surface as castings. When it is 
stated that the number of worms in an 
acre of ordinary land suitable for them 
to live in is 53,000, wa can im agine the 
great effect whioh they m ust have on 
the soil. 
They are, in fact, continually plow ­ 
ing the land. At one part of the a li­ 
mentary canal of the worm is a gizzard, 
or hard muscular organ, capable of 
grinding food into fino particles. 
It is 
this gizzard which is the main factor in 
triturating the soil, aud it is aided by 
small stones swallowed with the earth, 
whioh act as millstones. 
Iu 
consequenoe 
of 
the 
im m ense 
amount 
of 
earth continually being 
brought to the surface by worms it is 
not difficult to understand how objects, 
such as stones, rocks, etc., lying on the 
surface will in course of time become 
gradually buried in the ground. Owing 
to the burial of stones aud other object* 
by the action of worms, ancient monu­ 
ments, portions of Roman villas and 
tuber objects of antiquity have been pre* 
served. 
These have been 
gradually 
buried by the worms and so preserved 
frnrn the destructive effect of rain and 
wind. Many Roman remains were stud­ 
ied by Darwin, and traces of the ao- 
t\on of worms found, to which aotion 
tieir preservation was mainly doe. The 
sinking of tho foundations of old build­ 
ings is due to the action of worms, and 
no building is safe from this unless the 
foundations are laid lower than the 
level at which the worms can work— 
namely, about eight feet below the sur­ 
face. 
Another useful effoet produced by 
Worms is the preparation of tho soil for 
the growth of seedlings. By their agency 
ibe soil is periodically sifted aud expos 
«d to tho air, and iu this way is able to 
»otaiu moisture and absorb soluble sub­ 
stances of use for the nutrition of plant« 
— Knowledge.

possible to drive them out. A ferret, he 
says, m ight destroy the nest and the 
trap catch all the rats in th e house, but 
if the locality is particularly favorable 
for rodent lig h t neighboring pests are 
m ost likely to move into the place, 
“ Times are changed,” said an old 
tim er. 
“ I rem em ber w hen a m an had 
to work a sight harder than he dots 
now before h e’d get several pieces of sil­ 
ver for 24 hours’ ra t catching. In those 
days these new fangled traps were,n’t 
known. 
“ There used to be a fellow living 
down on the levee th a t knew more about 
rats than a jockey knows abont raoe 
horses. 
He had a partner, and both of 
them worked all kinds of schemes on the 
little creatures. 
Theso tw o men had a 
w ay of spreading b ait on a cellar floor 
and then sneaking in on rubber boota 
One of them carried a sack and a queer 
p air of tongs. 
The other had a bulls- 
eye lantern w ith a sliding panel. 
“ They’d sit in the dark as quiet as a 
graveyard u n til the rats commenced 
fighting and quarreling or until they 
knew the place w as fu ll of the varm ints. 
“ Then th e lantern would be turned 
on suddenly, and the rats, who are as 
afraid of lig h t as I am of ghosts, w ould 
stand stock still. 
The m an w ith the 
tongs—and he w as quicker than greased 
lightning— would pick up the pests and 
fire them into the sack before the little 
things knew w h at w as up. 
Sometimes 
th ey ’d bag as m any as 40 at a crack, 
but at other tim es the rats would be­ 
come accustomed to the lig h t and scam­ 
per aw ay before 20 of th eir comrades 
had been nabbed.” 
B nt the science of ra t catching has 
few er exponents th a n has the art of rat 
killing. Housekeepers are not generally 
anxious to have th e little anim als about 
them , and hence they pay more attention 
to the ways of exorcising the pests than 
they do to m eans of capturing them. 
In addition to the tim e worn scheme 
of poisoned bait, there are a num ber of 
unique plans th a t are operated from 
tim e to tim e by landlords w ho have lost 
patience w ith the dom estic m arauders. 
An ingenious individual some tim e ago 
devised a plan of p ainting a captive rat 
w ith a phosphorescent preparation and 
then turning it loose. 
The released rat 
would retu rn to its nest, and there it« 
effulgent coat w ould frighten the othei 
rats out of all th eir instincts save th a t 
of fear. 
There w ould be a pellm ell fight, and 
as rats go in droves the painted rodent 
would run in th eir m idst, increasing 
their frig h t and hastening their flig h t 
Some one suggested th a t the little an i­ 
m als would either run themselves to 
death or continue their chase u n til 
dawn, when, in the sunlight, the phos­ 
phorus would lose its brilliance. Even 
iu the latter event the little anim als 
would have left th eir previous haunts. 
It is known th a t rats despise the odor 
of turjientino 
Some housewives, When 
bothered by the dom estic pests, catch 
one in a trap, and, after bathing it in 
turpentine, release it. T his plan is said 
to have alm ost as efticacious an effect as 
the phosphorescent paint. 
There ure some persons who claim 
th at belling a ra t w ill drivo its com ­ 
rades from their nest. As a usual thing, 
however, 
the bell becomes detached 
from the pest to w hich it was tied be­ 
fore the desired end is attained. 
B ut a 
strong w ire is expected to circum vent 
such a contingency.— S t Louis Glob«- 
Democrat.

squares of their periodical times are very 
near in the same proportion with the 
cubes of their distance from the center 
of Mars. ” 
One hundrt d and fifty years before it 
was known that Mare had a satellite, 
when the theory that it had one would 
have been met with ridicnle, or at least 
disbelief, the author of this remarkabl# 
book described the exact number of satel­ 
lites that Mars possessed, told their loca­ 
tion and unusual speed; also a peculiar- 
ity in the relation of the speed to th/, 
central orb, a peculiarity based upon no 
principles with w hich astronomers are 
familiar. 
A careful study 1 f the state­ 
ments made by many writers of marked 
ability w ill almost inevitably lead us t<r 
the conclusi 11 that certain imaginative 
minds have the gift of prophecy, or, at 
all events, there may be flashes of divi­ 
nation possibly unsuspected by the writ­ 
ers themselves.

Marco Polo was the first traveler to 
trace a routo across tho whole length of 
Asia, says one of his biographers, “de­ 
scribing kingdom after kingdom that he 
had seen with his own eyes.” He was 
the first traveler to explore tho dost rts 
and the flowering plains of Persia, to 
reveal China with its mighty rivers, its 
swarming population and 
its 
huge 
cities and rich manufactures; tho first 
to visit and bring back accounts of Tibet, 
Lacs, Burma, 
Eiaxn, Cochin China, 
Julian, the Indian archipelago, C< ylon, 
farther India and (he Andaman islands; 
the first to give any distinct account of 
the secluded Christian empire of Abys­ 
sinia; the first to spt.uk even v;.gu< ly of 
Zanzibar, Madagascar and other regions 
in tho mysterious ittth and of Liberia 
and the Arctic ocean iu tin terrible and 
much dreaded north.

ries have passed since young Marco Polo 
grew to man’s estate v. liile treading his 
dangerous way among these distant 
lands, we must still look back to his 
discoveiii.i for muriitLut v*e know uncut 
those countries; for we have learned 
nothing now of many of them since hi« 
time.

mittee on resolutions, which worked 
nearly all night and was at it again 
bright and early in the morning, kept 
the convention waiting until nearly 6 
o’clock in the afternoon founts report. 
It was not the’differenfc currency plans 
that bothered the committee so much, 
for there was little difficulty in agree­ 
ing that the convention, instead of try­ 
ing to adopt anything like a complete 
plan, should merely point out where re­ 
form is necessary and by resolution de­ 
clare 
the 
common principles upon 
which these reforms should be based. 
The difficulty w ith the committee came 
in determ ining which to recommend 
among the various ideas of how to ob­ 
tain the reform. 
It had before it the 
Indianapolis idea«f a commistion aid»d 
by an executive committee and contem­ 
plating the organization of the business 
interests of the country behind a cur­ 
rency plan when evolved by the com­ 
mission. 
Then they had the Chicago 
idea, recommended by the Chicago 
board of trade, of pointing out the 
weaknesses of the system, indicating 
how they should be remedied, and de­ 
manding that congress select a commis­ 
sion for this work. 
There was also the 
Minneapolis idea, which resembled very 
much that of Indianapolis, but provid­ 
ing a way for the selection of a commis­ 
sion. 
It was tho effort to digest and 
assimilate these various ideas into one 
scheme of obtaining the reform that 
the resolutions committee devoted most 
of its time to. 
The report of the committee laid 
down three principles: 
(I) That 
the 
gold standard should be maintained; 
(3) that all classes 
of 
government 
promissory notes should be gradually 
retired; (8) that a safe and elastic 
reucjr should be provided 
banking system.

ing this reform was an assimilation of 
the Indianapolis and Chicago plans that 
brought about unity of support for it. 
It provides that the president of this 
convention shall appoint an executive 
committee of 15 whioh shall urge upon 
congress the passage of a resolution di­ 
recting the president of the United 
States to appoint a commission to de­ 
vise a currency system on these lines 
and in case congress declines to act, the 
executive committee is authorized to 
appoint such a commission and organize 
the business interests of the country in 
its support. The report gave immediate 
satisfaction. It was unanimously adopt­ 
ed and the convention adjourned.

The 
packers are so skillful that they slip In 
a great deal of inferior tea and work it 
off under good brands. This makes the 
merchants who afterward handle it 
complain. Packages of tea of a certain 
brand will be found all that could be 
desired, while other packages bearing 
the same brand and iu the same cargo 
will be highly adulterated 
As this tea 
is very costly, there is need of experts to 
examine it. 
They must be good ones, 
for everything depends for the time be­ 
ing on their judgment. 
A taster can 
only taste a few hours at a time, when 
be is weakened and has to take a rest. 
Besides this. when he begins a job of 
tasting, he must take special pains to get 
himself in shape for it. I was about six 
weeks getting myself ready for exam­ 
ining some cargoes in the warehouses 
bore for tire government.

form and did not even smoke.

The letter was written by Gould to 
the late A. M. Sherman, and it was an 
appeal for the loan of a surveyor's level, 
the young surveyor offering to give the 
topography of the Newburg and Syra­ 
cuse railroad for it 
Just Is‘fore his 
death a few years ago Jay Gould at­ 
tempted to buy tho letter for $25, but it 
had been sold the day before. Not long 
ago, however, tho letter came back into 
the possession of tho curio dealer, aud a 
few days ago he sent his young son 
around to George Gould’s office with it, 
instructing him to offer it for sale for 
$25, the price t he senior Gould had of­ 
fered to pay. 
George Gould was pleased with the 
old, worn and yellow letter. He read it 
and then laughingly said: 
“ I declare, that’s funny. 
My father 
wrote th a t” However, he refused to 
give more than $5 for it, which offer tho 
curio dealer refused. 
After 42 years the letter is as plain as 
the day it was written. But the palier, 
a full sized letter sheet written on both 
sides, is worn at the edgea The hand­ 
writing is plain aud flowing, with a de­ 
cided tendency to flourish. Two word# 
are misspelled—barometrical and dam­ 
age, which are written “ bermetrioal” 
and “ datumage.” 
But queerest of all is the length of 
the epistlo. 
Jay Gould was noted for 
the brevity of his business letters. Three 
lines often sufficed him, when his wealth 
was nearly $100,000,000, to transact 
business involving million*

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worm obtams food and at the same 
time excavates its burrows. 
In addition to the food thus obtained 
half decayed leaves are dragged into the 
burrows, mainly for food, but also to 
plug the mouths of the burrows for the 
sake of protection. Worms are also fond 
of meat, especially fa t They w ill also 
eat the dead bodies of their relatives. 
They are nocturnal in habit, remaining, 
as a rule, in the burrows during the day 
and coming out to feed at night 
The earthworm has no eyes, but is 
affected by strong light if exposed to it 
for some time. It has no sense of hear­ 
ing, but is sensitive to the vibrations of 
sound. 
The whole body is sensitive to 
touch. 
There appears to be some sense 
of smell, but this is lim ited to a certain 
articles of food, which are discovered 
by the worm when buried in earth, in 
preference to other bodies not relished. 
The worm aupears to have some degree 
of intelligence from the way in which 
it draws the leaves into its burrows, ab 
ways judging which is the best end to 
draw them in by. This is remarkable in 
so lowly organized an animal, being a 
degree of intelligence not possessed by 
many animals of more complex organi­ 
zation. 
For instance, the ant can often 
be soeu dragging objects along ^aversely 
instead of taking them the easiest way. 
As we have seen, vast quantities of 
earth are 
continually being 
passed 
through the bodies of worms and voided 
on the surface as castings. When it la 
stated that the number of worms in an 
acre of ordinary land suitable for them 
to live in is 53,000, wa can imagine the 
great effect which they must have on 
the soil. 
They are, in fact, continually plow ­ 
ing tho land. At one part of the ali­ 
mentary canal of the worm is a gizzard, 
or 
hard muscular organ, capable cf 
grinding food into fine particles. 
It is 
this gizzard which is the main factor in 
triturating the soil, and it is aided by 
small stones swallowed with the earth, 
which act us millstones. 
In 
consequence 
of 
the 
immense 
amount 
of 
earth continually being 
brought to the surface by worms it is 
not difficult to understand how objects, 
such as stones, rocks, etc., lying on the 
surface w ill in course of time become 
gradually buried in the ground. Owing 
to the burial of stones aud other object* 
by the action of worms, ancient monu­ 
ment*, portions of Roman villas and 
tailer objects of antiquity have been pre­ 
served. 
These 
have been 
gradually 
tarried by the worms and so preserved 
frixtn the destructive effect of rain and 
wind. Many Roman remains were stud­ 
ied by Darwin, and traces of the aa- 
tion of worm* found, to which action 
H eir preservation was mainly due. The 
©inking of tho foundations of old build­ 
ings is due to the action of worms, and 
no building is safe from this unless the 
foundations aru laid 
lower than the 
love] at which the worms can work— 
namely, about eight feet below the sur­ 
face. 
Another useful effect produced by 
worms is the preparation of tho soil for 
the growth of seedlings. By their agency 
iko soil is periodically sifted and expos 
-*'d to the air, aud in this way is able to 
retain moisture and absorb soluble sub- 
htancesof use for the nutrition of plant* 
— Knowledge.

B ow rn St. Lon lean Captures the Dom estic 
Pests at Five Cents a H ead—B is Trade a 
Profitable One—Some o f the Old Methods 
o f G etting Kid of the Pesky Varmints. 


There are few S t Louisans who know 
that rat catching is an established busi­ 
ness in this city. And fewer know that 
considerable ingenuity enters into an 
adept practice of the craft 
Venerable 
housewives recall how, a generation 
ago, there were tome queer character* 
who contracted to rid places of the ro­ 
dent pests by all manner of means, from 
ordinary legerdemain to the extraordi­ 
nary method of tho Pied Piper of Hame- 
lin. There were others, too, who hired 
out intelligent ferrets to exterminate 
rats. 
But the advance of civilization 
has had its effect on the science of rat 
catching, and even in that branch of in 
dustry mechanical contrivances have 
supplanted manual work. 
O. P. Johnson is probably the leading 
rat catcher of S t Louis. 
His traps are 
not oheap trifles, and there are many 
persons who hire him to set the con­ 
trivances in their places, paying 5 cents 
for each of the little pests that is cap 
tared. 
Th* largest restaurants afford 
Johnson considerable work. 
But the 
hotels, which would naturally be ex 
pected to offer a favorable field for 
Johnson’s work, do not figure as among 
his good patrons. 
He says that tho rat 
is one of the most cautious of animals, 
and that the meddlesomeness of hostelry 
attaches prevents successful trap setting 
in hotels. One big down town establish­ 
ment was rid of 58 rats in one night 
Both Johnson and Henry Hein attend 
to the former’s traps. They make daily 
rounds, setting the contrivances or dis­ 
posing of the captives. 
When a land­ 
lord wishes his place rid of rats, he in­ 
forms Johnson of that portion of the 
house where the little animals do most 
of their foraging. 
For the first night or two the trap ia 
set there in such a manner that the rats 
can nibble the bult and afterward es­ 
cape. On the day that Johnson finds ail 
the cheese and crackers in the boxlike 
contrivance have been devoured during 
tho night he attaches an auxiliary trap, 
into which the captive rats are to be 
forced out o f the view of prospective 
prisoners. 
Thus fully I OO rats can be 
caught in one trap in one n igh t 
Johnson says that he doesn’t contract 
to entirely rid a place of rats. He thinks 
he ‘ ‘knows as much about the business 
as any one else” and says that when 
the rodents have firmly established 
themselves in a house it is almost im ­ 
possible to drive them out. A ferret, he 
says, m ight destroy the nest and the 
trap catch all the rats in the house, but 
if the locality is particularly favorable 
for rodent light neighboring pests are 
most likely to move into the place. 
“ Times are changed,” said an old 
timer. 
‘ 'I remember when a man had 
to work a sight harder than he does 
now before he’d get several pieces of sil­ 
ver for 24 hours’ rat catching. In those 
days these newfangled traps weren’t 
known. 
“ There used to be a fellow living 
down on the levee that knew more about 
rats than a jockey knows about race 
horses. 
He had a partner, and both of 
them worked all kinds of scheme* on the 
little creatures. 
These two men had a 
way of spreading bait on a oellar floor 
and then sneaking in on rubber boots. 
One of them carried a sack and a queer 
pair of tongs. 
The other had a bulls­ 
eye lantern w ith a sliding panel. 
“ They’d sit in the dark as quiet as a 
graveyard until the rats commenced 
fighting and quarreling or until they 
knew the place was full of the varmints. 
“ Then the lantern would be turned 
on suddenly, and the rats, who are as 
afraid of light as I am of ghosts, would 
stand stock still. 
The man w ith the 
tongs— and he was quicker than greased 
lightning—would pick up the pests and 
fire them into the sack before the little 
things knew what was np. 
Sometimes 
they’d bag as many as 40 at a crack, 
but at other times the rats would be­ 
come accustomed to the light and scam­ 
per away before 20 of their comrades 
had been nabbed.” 
But the science of rat catching has 
fewer exponents than has the art of rat 
killing. Housekeepers are not generally 
anxious to have the little animals about 
them, and hence they pay more attention 
to the ways of exorcising the pests than 
they do to moans of capturing them. 
In addition to the time worn scheme 
of poisoned bait, there are a number of 
unique plans that are ope rated from 
time to tim e by landlords who have lost 
patience w ith tho domestic marauders. 
An ingenious individual some time ugo 
devised a plan of painting a captive rat 
with a phosphorescent preparation and 
then turning it loose. The released rat 
would return to its nest, and there it* 
effulgent coat would frighten the othei 
rats out of all their instincts save that 
of fear. 
There would bo a pellm ell fight, and 
as rats go in droves the painted rodent 
would run in their midst, increasing 
their fright and hastening their flight 
Some one suggested that the little ani­ 
mals would either run themselves to 
death or continue their chase until 
dawn, when, in the sunlight the phos­ 
phorus would lose Its brilliance. Even 
in the latter event the little animals 
would have left their previous haunts. 
It is known that rats despise the odor 
of turjieutina 
Some housewives, when 
bothered by the domestic pests, catch 
one in a trap, and, after bathing it in 
turpentine, release it. This plan is said 
to have almost as efficacious an effect as 
the phosphorescent paint. 
There are some persons who claim 
that belling a rat w ill drive its com­ 
rades from their nest. As a usual tliiug, 
however, 
the boll becomes detached 
from the peat to which it was tied be­ 
fore the desired end is attained. 
But a 
strong wire is expected to circumvent 
such a contingency.— St. Louis Glob*- 
Democrat.

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The Popular Science News calla atten­ 
tion to a most remarkable account of the 
position of certain planets as located in 
“ G ulliver’s Travels. ” This book, w rit­ 
ten somewhere about 1726, contains the

words: “ They spend 
the 
greater part of their lives in observing 
the celestial bodies, which they do by 
tho assistance of glasses far excelling 
ours In goodness. 
They have likewise 
discovered two lesser stars, or satellites, 
which revolve about Mars, whereof the 
innermost is distant from the center of 
the primary planet exactly titre© of his 
diameters and the outermost fire. 
The 
former revolves in the space of IO hours, 
and the latter in 2 1 ^ , so that th* 
squares of their periodical times are very 
near in the Santo proportion with the 
cubes of their distance from the center 
of Mars. ” 
One hmiilrt d and fifty years before it 
was known that Mars had a satellite, 
when the theory that it had one would 
have been met with ridicule, ar at least 
disbelief, the author of this remarkable 
book described the exact uuiuber of sateib 
lites that Mars posw-ssed, told their loca­ 
tion aud unusual speed; also a peeuliaxv 
ity in the relation of the speed to th/, 
central orb, a peculiarity based upon no 
principles with which astroaom* rs are 
familiar. 
A careful study cf the state­ 
ments made by many writers of marked 
ability w ill aknow! inevitably lead uh tv 
the conc I us i n that certain im aginative 
minds have the gift of prophecy, or, at 
all events, there may be flashes of divi­ 
nation possibly unsuspected by the writ­ 
ers themselves.
